2* Indications of Intentions in Europe and the Hear East 

a® In Germany, there is no further information on the Soviet 
rehabilitation of the Zosseryfaunsdorf barrack® area south of Borlin or 
on the possibility of a major reinforcement of Germany in the near 
future a The most reasonable explanation for the reconstruction of these 
barracks e however, appears to be preparation for housing considerable 
numbers of additional Soviet troops which may soon arrive in Germany* 
Further information now appears to indicate that the previously reported 
Soviet order for the assembly of some 660 flat oars in Germany mo 
probably for the purpose of transporting reparations shipments east- 
ward, as nearly 200 flat oars carrying reparations have recently been 
observed moving eastward through Warsaw* Limited observations in the 
western U 0 S 0 S*R® have also not revealed any unusual rail traffic or 
activity suggestive of sudden or large-scale military movements e and 
marshalling yards in Brest-Litovsk, Smolensk and IIoscow are not parti- 
cularly full or busy® Other recent informations, however, suggests 
that the UoS.S.R. my already have begun a gradual reinforcement of 
hor forces in Germany and is making preparations to continue itp 
Available information (vdiioh may not bo complete) on Soviet troop 
rotation in Germany sinoe lato Septombor now indicates an excess of 
about 20,000 arrivals over departures, and as previously reported some 
6 800 unidentified Soviet troops have already arrived in the Zossen/Uuns- 
dorf barracks® Other recent reports as yet unconfirmed have indicated 
that preparations are being made to house some 10,000 additional Soviet 
troops at two Soviot garrisons near tho Western zonal boundary, that 
3 croc 20,000 Soviot armored troops liave recently moved into quarters 
near Oranicnburg (just north of Borlin), and that some troops arriving 
in Ger man y during tho last few months have brought major items of 
equipment with them® It appears probable that, apart from any 
Soviet intention to bring new units into Germany, existing units are 
now at greater strength than during the summer* 
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bo It now appears certain that further airfields are to b© 
rehabilitated in the Soviet Zone of Gomany during 1951o Various reports 
have indicated that six old airfields are to bo enlarged and e xtended and 
that completion is to be achieved by 15 Hay 1951* Although this cos*, 
plot! on. date would indicate same urgency, and tho new program is in 
addition to tho airfield construction program recently completed, there 
are no signs of immediate offensive activity by tho Soviet Air Force 
in Europe* A normal seasonal decline in flying activity has been 
reported,, The count of jot aircraft' in tho Soviet Zone of Germany is 
now 405 UIG~>15 b r and 18 jet trainers e a slight increase over tho pre- 
vious month* Recent reported arrivals of additional orated jet air- 
craft suggest that certain fighter rogiments in Germany may be brought 
up to T/b strength with jet aircraft in the near future* 

Co There have been recent indications of increased air raid 
precautions throughout the Eastern European Satellites and the U,S,u o R 0 
Funerary is reported to be working on a strengthened air defense pro- 
gram, including the establishment of an. air defense organisation and 
the renovation of air raid shelters* In Austria, the Soviots aro 
reported to have requisitioned structures formerly used as air raid 
shelters in si;: towns in the Laxonburg-Uocdling area south of Vienna 
and to have ordered the Austrian:! to renovate air raid shelters wj-thin 
a 35~milc radius to the north of Vienna within tho past month* MA 
positions in tho lies cow area havo boon increased and the known total 
now includes 32 positions of 8 guns each* Battery positions havo boon 
improved and partially dug in and training has been more active than 
in the past* 

d. 0 Reports of tho past to ok continue to indicate the roorgat>- 
ization and expansion of the Satellite armed forces and increasing 
security measures in Eastern Europe, In Czechoslovakia, tho troops 
recently moved into V/e store Bohemia are reportedly receiving prsfabr_« 
cated huts for wintor quarters. There is some indication that 
strength of the Czech A-rrny may havo increased from 120,000 to 13u,uuu 0 
An increased number of Soviet officers havo been reported in Brno 
(in lloravia) vhioh tonds to support provious conjectures that a uovie-c 
command or some sort of headquarters might be established in that 
city. In East Gammy, the expected expansion and reorganisation ol 
the East Gorman Alert Police is apparently well under way, ho Alert 
units are reportedly being fomod into 24 groups of about 1800 men 
approximatin'- regimental combat teams in composition, and the over-all 
organisation' is beginning to tote on tho appearance of a national 
away and is losing its alleged identity as a security force. It Is 
also reported that 8,000 of the Communist Free Gorman Youth Organize 
tlon are being inducted into the Alorfc Police* If confirmed, his 
increase will raise tho strength from 52,000 to 30,00Q o In Poland a 
large-scale purge of unreliable elements within the government and 
socialised agencies, which is reportedly to bo followed by a job- 
freezing deoree s vd.ll both incroaso the security of tho regime and 
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assuro absolute control over practically every uorter.
